ONE of the Royal Navy’s most 
modern warships will he moored 
in the River Thames at Greenwich 
this weekend, and local people 
have the chance to go on hoard, 
meet the crew, and have a look 
round. 

HMS Defender is an air defence 
destroyer equipped with the cutting- 
edge Sea Viper anti-air missile system 
and a suite of highly sophisticated 
sensors. Its role is to protect UK and 
coalition forces at sea, on the land and 
in the air. HMS Defender can operate 
any where in the world, in a wide 
variety of roles. Her two sea boats 
and the ability to launch a helicopter 
extend her reach by hundreds of miles 
and suit a range of tasks, including 
supporting aid and disaster relief 
operations where the ship’s 190 sailors 
and Royal Marines help provide 
stability, deliver aid and save lives. 

Visitors will be able to hear all 
about life on board. It is part of a 
special naval weekend taking place 
in the grounds of the Old Royal 
Naval College in King William Walk. 
Attractions include Royal Marine 
offshore raiding craft, special editions 
of Land Rover’s Defender model - 
which has operational links with HMS 
Defender - and a special information 
vehicle giving details about careers in 
the Royal Navy. Although tickets for 
visits to the ship need to be booked in 
advance online, the Old Royal Naval 
College attractions are open to all 
members of the public. 

“The main attraction will be HMS 
Defender and the opportunity to go on 
board,” said a Royal Navy spokesman. 
“We are limiting it to ticket holders 


because of the London Marathon and 
runners will be going past near where 
she is moored. We have delayed the 
start of Sunday’s visits until after the 
Marathon has gone past. Members of 
the ship’s company will be on board 
and on shore, and there are also all the 
attractions of the ORNC itself. The 
visit is an opportunity to build up and 
reinvigorate the links between the 
Royal Navy and Greenwich’s maritime 
past.” 

• Free tickets are available for a visit 
aboard on Saturday and Sunday, April 
25 and 26. They are available only 
by going online and booking on the 
website at www.hmsdefendertickets.

Runners in the different categories will start 
from three points on Blackheath, beginning 
from 9am. But some roads in Blackheath, 
Woolwich and Greenwich will be closed from 
7am.

Road, crossing over Woolwich Road (north 
and south), until 08:45. 

• Woolwich Road / Anchor & Hope Lane 
/Charlton Church Lane, crossing over 
Woolwich Road (north and south), until 
09:00. 

• Trafalgar Road / Blackwall Lane / 
Vanbrugh Hill, crossing over Trafalgar Road 
(north and south), until 09:05. 

• Creek Road / Norman Road / Norway 
Street, crossing over Creek Road (north and 


south), until 09:15. 

• Creek Road / Glaisher Street / Gonson 
Street, crossing over Creek Road (north and 
south) until 09:15. 

From 08:00 the remainder of the road 
closures will be implemented through 
Deptford, Rotherhithe, Tower Hamlets, 
Docklands and the City.

PLUMSTEAD mum Lynne Booker, 
whose son Terry, 19, died in a knife 
attack 15 years ago, has re-launched 
the support group she began for 
other bereaved parents. 


She put the Terry Booker Foundation on 
hold four years ago because of ill-health. 
But she has now got it going again, with 
a launch event last Tuesday (April 14) at 
the Polthorne Hall in Polthorne Grove, 
Plumstead. 

Terry’s killer, 24-year-old Terry Lowe, 
was convicted of murder in 2001 and 
given a 10-year prison sentence. 

Along with supporters and 
other parents whose children 
have been murdered, guests 
included the Mayor of Royal 
Greenwich, Cllr Mick Hayes, 
and the borough’s police chief, 
Chief Supt Helen Milichap. 
Lynne said: “I wanted to 
relaunch it because I had a fire 
in my belly to do it. I wasn’t put 
off by not having any funding. I 
just thought ‘I’m ready, and I’ll 
fund it myself if I have to’. 

“I want other bereaved 
parents to be aware that we 
are here for them, and I want 
to get the word out that there 
is support. People can come 
along, have a coffee, and share 
the pain they feel. A lot of 
people don’t want to speak to 
you, and it can make you feel 
very isolated. We want people 
to support us, and not ignore 
us when we lose someone in 
the family.” 

Chief Supt Milichap told 
guests: “I cannot begin to 
understand what parents 
go through when they lose a 
child. The police have to be 
involved when a child dies, 
and what Lynne is doing is so

London Bridge - council meets rail bosses 


THE council is demanding urgent action 
from Network Rail to end the ongoing 
misery for commuters after a catalogue of 
chaos and disruption at London Bridge. 

The council has been inundated on 
with complaints about the service as 
redevelopment work goes. It is setting up an 
urgent meeting with Network Rail bosses to 
demand a rethink of how the project is being 
managed, and for better communications so 
that passengers are not left in the dark about 
delays and cancellations. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council's cabinet 
member for regeneration and transport, 
said: "The situation at London Bridge would 
appear to be pretty much out of control. 
Thousands of our residents and businesses 
depend on the rail network to go about their 
daily business and the ongoing delays and 
cancellations are causing misery. Enough 


is enough. We have worked closely with 
Network Rail to improve communications to 
passengers but much, much more is needed. 

"The whole project is causing such adverse 
effects on people's lives that we believe a 
renewed approach to managing this complex 
project, with appropriate compensation 
for those affected, is needed. The project is 
not scheduled for completion until summer 
2018 and it is inconceivable that the current 
situation can continue without a drastic 
rethink and a communications system 
introduced that allows people to make plans 
with confidence. 

"Local people are rightly outraged at the 
current situation and we are determined to 
call Network Rail to account on their behalf 
and push for immediate improvements so 
that we can have clarity and confidence that 
the current chaos is being addressed."

Funded by the City Bridge Trust charity, 
Caring Together is the first initiative of its 
kind in London. 


Age Exchange chief executive Rebecca 
Packwood told GT: “This targeted one-to- 
one support provides advice for carers, 
so they can continue to support their 
loved ones. Older carers may also have 
health needs themselves - which is why 
a group like this is so important for 
Greenwich.”

WOODLANDS Farm is just one royal 
borough open space where you can spot 
birds and wildlife. 

The Greenwich Peninsula Ecology Park 
and the River Thames itself is home to a 
range of different birds, including nesting 
Common Terns as well as songbirds such 
as Wrens and Blue Tits. 

Other wildlife regularly seen include 
newts and a huge array of 'minibeasts'. In 
spring and summer the Park comes alive 
with brightly coloured dragonflies and 
damselflies, and look out for butterflies 
over the meadow areas. 

Another great place to check out is 
Kidbrooke's Sutcliffe Park, which is home 
to Willow and Sedge Warblers singing 
In the summer. Visitors might even be 
lucky enough to see a Kingfisher, which 
are increasing in numbers across London 
thanks to cleaner rivers and waterways. 

Joanne Smith, senior warden at 
Greenwich Peninsula Ecology Park, also 
sits on the GWAG - Greenwich Wildlife 
Advisory Group, a voluntary group which 
is concerned with nature conservation. 
She said: "The Ecology Park is a great 
place to watch birds in the spring with 
the nesting season in full swing. Summer 
migrants such as Common Terns and Reed 
Warblers have returned to us from Africa 
and are noisily claiming their nesting 
territories. Soon, Swifts, House Martins 
and Sand Martins will follow, swooping 
over the park lakes to catch insects."

SATURDAY (April 25) marks the 1 00th 
anniversary of the First World War landings 
at Gallipoli in Turkey, where 1 43,750 allied 
soldiers died and at least 85,000 Turkish 
soldiers lost their lives. 

The event will be marked by a poignant 
ceremony at the Gallipoli Chapel in Eltham's 
Holy Trinity Church, the only one of its kind in 
the world to be dedicated to the campaign. 

It has been used for an annual Gallipoli 
memorial service every year since 1921, and 
a fund was launched by the congregation to 
refurbish it for the campaign's centenary this 
year. 

The service will start at 2pm, and will be 
attended by Army Reserve Units who have 
direct links with the British Army's 29th 
Division which fought at Gallipoli. Sea 
Cadets, Army Cadets, and the Air Cadets from 
South East London will also be there.

Leonard is supported by his two

LEADING Greenwich tourist attraction the 
Queen's House in Romney Road is to close 
for a year, from Monday July 27. 

It is being given a 12-month refurbishment 
so it can reopen in time for its 400th 
anniversary in July next year. Royal Museums 
Greenwich will be introducing new displays, 
colour schemes and bespoke lighting. 

The window-glazing and flooring of 
the Grade I listed building will also be

Designed by Inigo Jones in 1616 for 
the wife of James I, Anne of Denmark, 
the Queen's House was the first classical 
building in the country and is an 
acknowledged masterpiece of 17th-century 
architecture.

achieve their best. Awards include five 
Ambassador’ level grants which carry 
a financial contribution and two further 
funding grants throughout the year. In 
addition 100m sprinter David Bolarinwa 
Paralympian bronze medalist swimmer 
Susie Rodgers and international class 
fencer Jonathan Webb also received 
ambassador status. 

A further 29 young athletes receive 
a combination of financial support 
and training memberships as well as 
admission to a sports science programme 
to further their sporting careers with 42 
receiving the training and sports science 
support only. 

Support from last year helped Zachw 
to progress as an international junior 
and achieve an early ambition joining 
a French pro under 21s team - BCM 
Gravelines. 

He told GT: “Starting Blocks supported 
me for the first year of funding.

At times it can be difficult but it’s part of 


your goals, it’s about sacrifice. It’s really 
nice to come home though- always a 
blessing,” he told GT.
